Of the five stripes of which the Chinese 
‘nationnl flag is componed, the black sttipe 
is for the many tribes dwelling principally’ 


[in the West of China, and forming the 


predecessora, of the sons of Ban. After 
detailing thé movement by which the Chin- 
exe first. entered China trom the north- 
west, Mr S. Pollard, in the Ma: chater 
Guardian, writes :-— 

Gradually they made their way slong fhe ; 
north until they reached the ocean’ in the 
east. “Thoa they turned sauth in the 
direction of the present cities of S anghai 
and Canton, :and began a great western 
movement, rolling hack the aboriginal mcva 
right td tho slopes «f'the mountains that 
stretch down from Tibet to. the Gulf of 
Tonking. The result ix that to-day there 
existyon the hills of Wast Chinn one ‘of 
the most picturesque groups of tribes to be 
found in the whole world. The tribes 
themselves can be numbered by scores, but 
they can be classified under the heading of 
three principal mecs—the Noeu, the Miao, 
and the Shan. They are found, in the 
provinces of Szechuan, Kweichow, Yunnan, 
jand Kwangsi.. In many districts they 
Inrigely ‘outnumber ‘the Chineso, who are 
eunfined principally to the towns and large 
market: villages. .

Lf the, relative proportions of 
the limbs "of this animal were the sume 
av thase of the great diplodoeus which 
was found in Americas ond of the skelton 
of which a replica,. presented to the 
Natural History: Museum by, Mr. Car- 
neyie, ig preserved at South Kensington, 
the thigh bone of this East African dino- 
xutr must have been 12ft. long. . 

The’ other large animals to which re- 
ference ix made above, and which is not 
yet availablé for inspection, is a dino- 
saur calle? Tyrannosaurux, It comes, 
like the first xpecimen mentioned, from 
the Upper Cretaceous beds of Wyoming. 
The Nutural History Museum has a very 
fine cast of the skull of this ereature, 
which wos a carnivorous animal. ‘The 
whole skeleton is in the American 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York.
